ttUPOUT OV SELECT COMMITTEE ON IM M lfl UATI OH. 

Tho report of the Committee appointed to 
enquire into the scliomo of ImmlgrfUioa was 
road by Mr Robaon. It is us follows: 



John RobSOK, 
Chairman of Committee. 

Mr Bcaven wished to know how the report 
had been drawn up. Ho was a member of tho 
Committee and had never been cited to a 
meeting of the Committed. 

Mr Robaon axplained that tho only formal 
meeting had been held this morning and that 
having cited six members he had overlooked 
Mr Boaven who was the seventh meinbor. 

Tho report waa adopted, three only voting 
against it. 

LBAVB. 

Leave was granted Hen Mr McOreight to 
introduce a Bill /or the appointment of County 
Court Judges and it w«9 read a first tune. 

Wva was granted Hon Mr MeCreijiht to 
introduce a Bill lor the Registration of Births, 
Deaths, and Marriages. 

Leave was granted lion Mr McCreight to in. 
troduco a Road Extension Act. 

Mr Oogan asked the following question:-^ 

"That, it tho Tenders tor tlio construction 
of the proposed Graving Dock, at Eiquimalt, 
require an additional guarAntee to that offered 
by the Dominiou Government, is it tho inten- 
tion of this Government to bring down ft Bill 
for that purpose this session ? " 

Mr Walkem said tho ouly answer he could 
give was that a Bill inlitnled " A Public 
Works Act," was already passing through 
this House for this purpose. 

Mr Beavcn asked ihu following question:— 

"If, in unswer to the advertisement of the 
Government, in respect to a lira', c ass Dry 
Duok, at Esquimalt, any Tenders have been 
supplied ? a jd, If so, their 'terms, and whether 
it be the intention of the Government to ink" 
any stops towards the immediate construction 
of the said Dock ? " 

Mr Walkem answered that only one lender 
had been received and that not of a wholly 
satisfactory nature. A statement of the case 
would be laid before this Qouio on Tuesday 
or Wednesday next.

WATER BILL, 

The House went into ootnmitlee ol Ibe 
whjlo oo the Vioioria Wet t Bil', Mr, 
Hugties in the einir. 

Mr. C. Booth Btated fiat t ti - mode of rais 
iog tho interest on tbe sum ol$150.O0O whioh 
would bo at some e'gbi or ten per ceni, (ud- 
lesj guaranteed by Ibe Government, under 
which circum3tar,cefl it could be got lor much 
less) and would atnouit to aome 515,000, 
was 10 tux all male residents ai the ruto m 
$5 pet year; this would amount to dome 
$8,165. Then a charge <v 810 on every 
householder ioti wIkso bonne the wator wan 
intioduoed. Taking ilio nurabor of house- 
holders nt 500, tbifi would raise ihe amount 
to soriiu §13,000. The rent would bo mired 
by n tax ou real estate. Ha staled that he 
had hail un intorvifl w with the seoretny ol 
lho Spring Ridge Water company, who hud 
tolJ b'in that no better wuter eoti»t)d in or 
Dear Victoria, and they had water enoui ii at 
nil Limes and sensors tJ supply a larger po- 
pulation than that ot Vicioria. Uj wished 
the Hou-o lo understand, in conclusion, thut 
ho wi S not militating, rjgairiBt th s bill or nd- 
vocating tho claims ol uny particdlar com- 
pany. 

Mr. R. Smith did not approve of tho poll 
tax Ob the citizens ol Victoria. Ho said it 
wus perfectly noceBJarJ that wator should he 
introduooii, and that tho un-aouiitry mem- 
bers would, lor their distric H, help to guar- 
antco tho interest if noceiMttry—(hear,heai). 

Mr. Butistor said the Information given by 
tho beorctary of tho Spring KIdga WatM 
company \vii3 emirely (also, Ho himself 



had seen the fire engines obliged to stop 
working nt a fire for want of water ; and ns 
for their having a good filter, ho said that 
ho u?ed their water in vatp, from which it 
was drawn off by piprs. That ooly this 
moruiug one of these pipes was stalled up, 
nud on examination about a dozen small fist) 
wore iound. Now, or.uld that be [he case il 
tbey used a filter ? Ha objooted to a poll 
tax. Make it a roal estate tax, and thut 
would catch the iiob absentees who paid no 
taxes at all. 

Mr. J. P. Booth said that tho altitude ol 
Elk lake was same foity feet above Victona, 
aud thut altitude would be enough to spreud 
tho water nil over Victoria. Ho eaid tho evi- 
dence of Alt. Tiedeman was perfectly re- 
liable, as it wus backed by tho report ol an- 
other engineer, whose namo ho was not al- 
lowed to mention, but his ability was well 
known, ho huviog been entrusted with im- 
portant muttera in timos gone by. 

Won. Mr. ItobertBou wished in section 
te:i to fix tho limit of debentures, for the in- 
terest of which tho Government would be 
responsible at §120,000. 

Mr. Ilolbrook supported tho Hod. Provin 
cial Secrotaiy's motion. 

Mr. C. Booth wished to make it $150,000. 
It would bo niggardly ti vote only ?12O.000 
when $150,000 would cover all expenses. 

Mr. MoCroight also wibhed to make it 
5150,000. 

Misirs. Armstrong and J. P. Booth Bup- 
ported tho Provincial Secretory. 

Ihe Provincial Secretary's motion wes 
carried, and the clause passed ns amended. 

In Clauss II, Mc. R. Smith wished to 
make the debentures payable in fllty instead 
of twenty years. Tho amendment was lost. 

Dr. Ash wished to make the rate of inter- 
est not to o.xcoed G per cent. 

'Ibo amendment was lest. 

In Clause 12, Mr. Duck moved that nil 
the words Irom "sliaT bo" in lino 2, doivo to 
''secured uporr' in line 6, be struck out, and 
•'upoD" the words '' and paid out oP u.i in- 
serted — making the Govornmont responsible 
for the payment of the interts 1 . Bethought 
it was net oskirg te.o-tnuoh as tho Govurri- 
uioLt took all the money which was raisnl in 
Vietoiia by taxes amouniing to some $100,- 
000, and then t hoy wished them to tax tnou.- 
salves somo 815,000 or about $5 per head 
per anuum to pay the interest of this money. 
If ibeso taxes belonged to the Municipality 
as they ought, Vicioria would nut iiok lor 
any sum, ebe cooid do the work herself. 

Mr. Speaker wished t: add to tho resolu- 
tion lho words ''until- such lime as the 
Trades Licences are handed ovor to tho 
iliunicipility for Municipal purposes." 

Mr. Duck was mcst happy to add th 
words. 

Mc. Walkem oppesed. 

Mr. Rot sou would euppoit Mr. Duck's 
amendment but Ihe addition by the Speaker 
?ould ho thought lessen the valued tho guar 
antee and injure the ealo of the debettarta 
in ihe Knglioh market. 

Mr. Robertson would opprsi tho amend 
meat; he thought Vicioria had had hersbare 
voted direotly and indirectly to hot in tbe 
Estimates. 

Mr. WoCreigbt suid ho conld do», as a 
member ol lho Government, do his duty by 
voting for the amende. ent. lie denied thut 
Victoria had not received her share, und 
prooeoded lo poi n> out on what items ehe 
bad. Ho ahowed that Victoria got somo 
525,000 by bridges on Ibo Esquimau Road, 
Water Gran', [loyal Hospital, Fire Depart- 
ment, .Mechanics Irs ituie, nud Provincial 
Exhini'.ior a. In t'jo course of argameol ho 
thought Confederation was oot tho good thing 
every one Deemed to think. Tho only way 
in which we should benefit by it would bo 
by tho Railroad which would open up the 
country. That the sum to be expended noxt 
year on the Ebtiuutes would probably not be 
half what it is this year. 

Mt. Beavcn said he believed '.ho House 
wishei Vio'oria to have a supply ol wator 
and if they did tney should assist her to pass 
tome bill to enable her ti do eo. If Victoria 
had to pay all the iuttreat by tuxes it would 
just doublo l he pn s -in t iX to pay Ibe inter- 
est and provide a sinking fund, lithe Trades 
Licenses had been handed ov r t. ) the Cor- 
poration, 'hey would havo been prepared to 
support their own Police und Gaols. Ho 
bopsd if rrjomaera were sincere tuey weald 
support the amendments. 

M . Speuk r said he thought Victoria, 
ougLt to have had tho Trades Liccnhen ; il 
there had bton the sirne cohesion ummg t ,e 
Islapd raambors in this rs there i'oud the 
part ol tbe mainland members on the road 
t ills, they would have bad them, He b>:- 
liuved ihut ii wiu si firei ihe intention ol ibe 
vi-ivernmeci not to abolish the .o:d tolls ; 
but seeing fhe turn things h.id taken, thoy 
co ^iiiorcd it udvi^ab o to make it a Govari - 
mant moasure. He sud be behaved it was 
iit-ndod to apply the demur rage deijved from 
the sale ol water t i raise 512,000 to drain tho 
city ; a thing which would bavu to ha douo 
soon. 

Mr, Holbroak mule a long epoech oppie- 
ing the amendment, and his atten'ion boing 
drawn io the clock, ho remarked: " Y. a ! 
ye 1 1 know ; yon ^in m t going to vo:e ou 
it tc-ni ibr." (Loud laughter). 

The committee rose and reported progress, 
and u-k-d loavo to sit again ou TueuJu) . 

M,\ Rjbsou asked leavo to introduce a 
rosolui-ion beforo tho HjUsj adjourned, with 
r.jfcrenoe to the ropoit ol the oomruiitei) on 
Immigration, at il it were not moved, the 
report would runijin a dead letter uuiil lues- 
day. 

Leavo wao grunted ; und ho raored an 
bumble address to His Exoellenoy tha Lieut, - 
Governor, praying that a biil be sintdunnto 
thii Homo to ciiry out tie scheme drawn 
up by the eommiitee ou ihequestion ol immi- 
graiiuu. Carried. 

The House then adjourned till Tuesday, at 
two, p. m.
